V.2. Claims 1-30 seem to fulfill the requirements of Article 33(1) PCT. 

V.2.1. No novelty destroying documents could be disclosed. Claims 1-30 are therefore 
novel in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

V.2.2. Claims 1-30 seem to involve an inventive step, thereby fulfilling the requirements 
of Article 33(3). 

V.2.2. 1 . D1 discloses reactive dyes bearing chloro triazjnyl residues, which are linked 
to the sugar moieties of an amylose molecule. The purpose of the authors of D1 is to 
create a method of determining the alpha-amylase activity of a material. D1 does not 
suggest dyestuffs with S02CH2CH2 groups linked to hydrated ketons or aldehyds, 
sugars etc. The problem underlying the application can be formulated as: 'finding new 
reactive dyes for dyeing OH- resp. NH- groups containing fibers with improverd general 
application properties' (see description on page 2). 

As the problems are different and no hint to use S02CH2CH2 groups as a link between 
the hemiacetal and the chromophor are mentioned in D1, claims 1,10,13 and 14 of the 
current application involve also an inventive step. 

This can be stated also for compositions comprising such compounds (claims 26-30), 
for the use (claims 15-20) as well as for the process to prepare the claimed compounds 
(claims 21-24; as well as the product by process claim 25). 

VII. Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1 (a)(ii) PCT, the relevant background art 
disclosed in the documents D1 and D2 is not mentioned in the description, nor are 
these documents identified therein. 

VIII. 1 . Claim 10 is not clear. The group Q+ is not defined. Thereby Q+ seems not to be 
defined in the whole description. 

VIII.2. All the technical features defined in independent claims 10,13 and 14 are 
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covered by claim 1 ; they are not written as dependent claims refering to claim 1 .
